We do not entertain any doubt 
that he was providentially chosen 
by God to fgund the Oratory of 
St. Philip Neri. It was on the 
25th. September 1685 and on the 
Suggestion of Father Pascoal de 
Costa Jeremias that he was chosen 
the First Superior. The Congre. 
gation, which was eventualiy ap- 
proved by Rome, consisted of 
only four members but the reputa- 
tion of Father Vaz brought imme- 
diately two more members. 


“The salvation of the faith in — 
Ceylon was the first and the 
greatest work of the Oratory of 
Goa during its existence of a cen- 
tury and a half,” wrote Fr §.G.. 
Perera, SJ., the biographer of 
Father Vaz. “It was indeed the 
salvation of the Church in Ceylon. 
It did for the Islan? what no 
other religious order had done be- 
fore or since”. Whether Ceylo- 
nese or Indians, or Easterners or 
Westerners, we are all members of 
the Mystical Body of Christ and 
now, if the members of this body 
in Ceylon are suffering, we too dre 
suffering, and it is our duty to 
pray to the Apostle of Ceylon for 
their needs. 


Not only Ceylon, but we too 
in India are indebted to Father — 
Vaz and bis Oratorians. Before | 
founding the Oratory, Father Vaz — 
worked inthe Missions of India. — 
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. The Mission of Kanara was evan- 


_ gelised by*Father Vaz, where he , 


was sent in 1681 as Vicar Forane 

and worked till 1684. He built 

a number of Churches in South ° 
Kanara, including Mangalore. 

In Ceylon, in spite of the difficul- 

ties? Fr. Vaz was able to contact 

a few Catholics who .seéretly led 

him to others. Ever in danger of 

arrest and death, he began ans 
apostolate of reconciling apo- 

states, encouraging the faithful, 

converting heretics and even Bud- 

dhists. - Within twenty-three 

years of his apostolate Fr. Vaz, 

with the help of his Oratorians, 

succeeded in converting more 

than 100,000 souls. This is the 

summary of his extraordinary ° 
success. : 


; Oratorians in the Archdiocese 
Another reason that urges us 
_to ask you, dear Diocesans, to 
pray for the speedy Beatification 
of Father Vaz, is because in our 
own Archdiocese We had Oratori- 
_ ans working. Our records give 
us tbe names of two Missionaries, 
Fathere Paulo de Sa and his nep- 
hew Fr. Mathias de Sa. Father 
Panlo deSa worked not only in 
the former territory of the Arch- 
diocese of Madras—Mylapore, in 
Cuddalore and Devanapatam, 
where he built Churches at his 
Own cost, but he was appointed 
Prior of Our Metropolitan Cathed- 
ral of St. Thomas in Mylapore in 
1709, and was also nominated 
Administrator of the Diocese of 
Mylapore during its vacancy. He 
helped financially the Oratory of 
Goa and left on his death all the 
big houses he had in Madras to 
the missionaries of the Propa- 
ganda Fide. Father de Sa was sent 
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to Pondicherry by the Bishop of 
Mylapore to receive @ Cardinal 
Tournon who had come as Papat» 
Legate. The Cardinal asked him, 
on orders from Rome,» about the 
missionary work of Father Vaz 
in Ceyloh. Bather de Sa wrote, 
‘two letters tò Father Vaz inform- 
ing him about these enquiries, and 
commifnicating to him the Le- «a 
gate’s thanks for his zeal and the 
services which he and his com- 
panions were rendering to Our 
Lord in that vineyard (Ceylon). 
The Legate,spoke in great praise 
of bis virtues and fame which, he 
said, had reached Rome. The. 
Legate finally told him #hat°Rome 
wanted full details of his Mission 
in Ceylon. 


It is thie connectior of our 
Archdiocese with the Oratoriang, 
who were contemporaries gf Fr. 
Vaz that impels Us to ask*fou to 
pray fervently for the beatifica- 
tion of the Founder of the Orato- 
rians in Goa, members of which 
worked here. 


The first Papal Delegate in 
India Mgr. Agliardi, later, Cardi- 
nal, was the first to hold up for 
our imitation this outstandmg 
Indian Saint, not yet canonized: 
“Father Vaz ”, ‘he said, “ean be 
termed a gem of the Indian 
Clergy. From him and his com- 
panions we can draw an argument 
showing the pofentialities of a 
native clergy which has benefited 
from a solid eccdesiastical train- 
ing and has stayed faithful in its 
vocation. And since this clergy 
has such potentialities for being 
devoted, learned, zealous and 
holy, as much as priests of any 
other country, we may presume 
to expect that the splendid exam- 
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ple of Father Vaz will bring all 
bis compagriots to imitate him. 
And so the Catholic Church will 
have at her disposal another corps 
of apostolic. men, men born there 
in the same beautiful country in 
which they work. I;may say for 

rtain that the destinies of the 
Christian Indies will depend— 
after the grace of God—on the 
development of the Indian clergy 
and the influence ‘which that 
clergy’ will be able tô acquire in 
the sphere of its own country’s 
social action. The life of this 
Apostle of Ceylon, bésides being 
@ source of inspiration to devout 
“souls, is canvincing proof of what 
-help we may expect for the mis- 
sions from the local clergy when 
we shall have multiplied their 
numbers” 


” Mgr. Zaleski, the third Delegate 
Apostitic in India, succeeded in 
convincing Rome “what an 
Indian Priest, well trained and 
full of apostolic zeal, is capable 
of.” He was speaking of Father 
Vaz. He expressed the wish that 
the day would dawn when Fr. 
Vaz would be beatified: “‘ Indeed 
we have had Saints in India, but 
as yet do not have a single Indian 
(Confessor) Saint... .... The beati- 
ficatioh of an Indian Priest would 
no doubt give new encouragement 
towards the creation of an Indian 
Clergy. Withous an Indian Clergy 
the mission will never be able to 
develop in this vast country, since 
the number of the missionaries 
sent from Europe can hardly meet 
the needs of the Christians, and 
in many places cannot cope with 
the situation. Yet we have to 
bring the Gospel to non-Chris- 


tians, ”

„_ ` The last sentenge quoted from 
Mgr. L. Zaleski, which was written 
at the beginning of this centurye . 
‘has special force and urgency in 
our days, We cannot speak any 
more of “ the number of mission- 
; tifese 
have dwintiled to a mere trickle, 
because of strict visa regulations 
dn regard to the entry of foreign 
missionaries. Besides, the Church 
has been planted in India long 
enough fo arfive at a stage when 
it should be self-sufficient in both 
personnel and funds. The last 
statistics available, those of 1958, 
tell us that we have 5,262 priests 
in the country to minister to 
°5,392,272 Catholics, which means 
that, on an average, one priest 
must look after more than a 
thousand Catholics. ‘To use again 
the words of Mgr. Zalesk’, our 
priests ‘‘can hatdly meet the 
needs of the Christians and in 
many places cannot cops with the 
situation. Yet we have to bring : 
the Gospel. to non-Christians ”. 
On our dear priests, therefore, lies 
the onus of providing themselves 
with more helpers in the sacred 
ministry and with sucfessors to 
take their place in ever-increasing 
numbers. It is they who must 
recruit young men from their 
parishes and institutions, whom 
they have carefully formed ina 
heroic mould for a life of hardship 
and sacrifice in the cause of 
Christ, to continue their good 
work and form a zealous band of © 
intrepid missionaries such as that 
produced by Fr.

To Parents 

On whom, along with our 
priests, rests the primary duty of* 
increasing the inadequate number 
of Indian priests? Fr. Vaz’s 
parents furnish the answer. Fr. 
Vaz from his earliest years gave 
clear signs of a divine call to the 
priesthood : a love of God and 
his neighbour, and a desire for 
self-effacement. His parenta not 
only let him indulge his desire ;° 
they even fostered his priestly 
vocation, Parents, here you have 
a model to imitate. When you 
find guch signs in your children, 
given to you by God to know and 
- serve Him, do not Jet an oppor- 
tunity pass without fostering 
these egrly signs of. vocation. 
Parents, remember what Pope 
Leo XIII had already prophesied : 
“ Filii *tui Indias administri tibi 
salutis ” (Thy children, O India, 
will be ministers of salvation to 


thee). 


To Doctors and Nurses 

You too have an example of 
self-sacrifice in Fr. Vaz. He was 
the first to open a hospital in 
Ceylon at Kandy, where he nursed 
the sick and, during the great 
epidemic which devastated whole 
towns, he was the comforting 
angel at the bedside of every 
abandoned patient, whether Catho- 
lic, Calvinist or Buddhist. So 
much so that the Buddhist King 
of Kandy exclaimed: “Had it 
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not been for Fr. Vaz, the kindom 
of Kandy would not heve had a 
single subject left in the capital. 
Would that we had a few more 
priests of that kind im our king- 
dom.” Here we havea point to 
examine® oup conscience. Have, 
ewe laboured’to this extent ? 


To Sodalists and Legionaries

Here 
is how he began his Act of Conse- 
cration to Mary: “Know, you 
Angels. men and all creatures who 
may chance to see this letter of 
captivity, how I, Father Joseph 
Vaz, do hand gver myself as a 
perpetual slave to the ‘Virgin 
Mother of God, by a free, spon- 
taneous, perfect and irrevocable 
self-surrender. | give my person 
and goods so that she may dispose 
d? me and all that is mine ateher 
pleasure, as my tfue Lady...”

achievement and success of the 
Ceuncil, for the Pope and the 
Bishops and Doctors and the 
faithful. The same learned Pro- 
fessor was given the opportunity 
of speaking to the people also on 
the same subject, and in the 
sermon he preached in our Cathe- 
dral Basilica on the last day of 
1960, he referred to the Ecu-

*=-HE Christmas Tree! Who ddes not remember the joy of child- 
„hood, gazing with wonder at the glittering Christmas Tree hung 

with shining tinsel toys and coloured parcejs, and lit with gay 
- candles, while Father and Mother shared in the fittle ones’ enjoyment ? 


But this happy stene, repeated 
every year in even the humbles} 
home in the West, has no place in 
our poor Indian families who have 
scarcely a roof over their heads 
and often neither food nor cloth- 
ing. So the Christmas Tree 
arranged by the Social Service 
students of the Stella Maris Col- 
lege is always eagerly awaited. 


This year over 400 of our poor: 
est friends were’invited for the 
event. The students themselves 
had taken a large part, not only 
in giving donations and clothing 
but in preparing the gift-packets 
and decorating the stage where 
the gifts were arranged. They 
also, with great patience and good- 
humour, succeeded in keeping in 
order the turbulent little mob, 
rangifig from babies of a few 
months to grandmothers—the lat- 
ter no less vociferous than the 
former ! 


- Lined up in the compound ac- 
cording to categories—the Sewing 
Class, the Catechism Class, the 
recipients of daily or weekly milk 
rations, the patients of the dispen- 
sary, the coolies and workers 
attached to the Convent and Col- 
lege—all gazed with awe at the 
Christmas Tree, its real pine- 
branches hung with coloured 
rattles, stuffed white rabbits, 
celluloid dolls dressed in the pink- 
and-orange colours so beloved of 
Indians. The little ceremony 
began with the singing in Tamil 
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of Silent Night and Adeste Fideles 
in front of the simple" little erjb. 
Then a College student gave a 
short addréss in Tamil, exptaining 
clearly and simply the meaning of 
Chrismas, so that Hindu and 
Christian Slike might realise how 
great is the love of God Who 
came to earth to be peor like== 
them. Then began the distribu- 
tion of gifts by Rev. Mother 
Superior, each one receiving a 
named packet preparéd before- 
hand, containing sweets, toys ang 
clothes. The Indian modesof res- 
pect is to kneel with hands folded 
as if in prayer, and the little dark 
heads and wobbly brown legs of 
the tiny tots trying hard to kneel 
respectfully, reminded one of the 
little shepherd boys who must 
have knelt before the caye at 
Bethlehem so many years ago... 


Wherever possible, family units 
were kept together, so that the 
poor mother might receive a big 
packet for the family, and have 
the joy herself of giving the pre- 
sents to her little ones. Last in 
dhe line came the College attend- 
ants, men who have been wita the 
College almost Since its founda- 
tion, helping in the store-rooms 
and laboratories, or engaged in 
cleaning and messenger work. 
Today they stood, proudly intro- 
ducing their young families—one 
with eight fine young children 
rejoicing in the names of Leo, 
Emmanuel and even Enoch...

collection of Rs. 104/- from the 
parishioners, the expenditure of 
the Rice-kitchen for the current 
year was Rs. 1,122/- 


2. Under the Distribution 
Section 250 poor persons were 
given milk daily for the first five 
months and thrice weekly for the 
remaining portion of the current 
year. Up-to-date in the current 
year, food gifts consisting of 
wheat 220 bags, Indian eern 110 
bags, rice 15 bags, milk 80 cases, 
cornmeal 70 bags, and all-purpose 
flour 90 bags were also distributed. 
Out of the above quantities 70 
bags of cornmeal and 60 bags of. 
wheat flour were ear-marked for 
relief to flood victims. For the 
above munificent gifts our grate- 
ful thanks are due td His Grace 
the Archbishop, Dr. Louis Mathias, 
s.D.B., and Mr. Armando E. Sonag- 
gere of the National Catholic Wel- 
fare Conference, Catholic Relief 
Services, U.S.A. é 


3. Under the auspices of the 
Conference of St. Vincent de Paul 
27 families were maintained 
weekly with rice, wheat and 
Indian corn, Over Rs. 875/- was 
spent in the relief of the poor and 
distressed. At Christmas new 
clothes were given to the poor at 
a cost of Rs. 140/- 125 persons 
were served with a sumptuous 
New Year lunch and treat. 
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Besides this, the Distribution 
- Gommittee spent a total sum of 


- Rs. 1,819-75 on the relief of the ° 


poor and suffering by supplying 
clothes, arranging charity-burials, 
-payihg house-rents, giving finan- 
cial help, ete. 7 


4. The Education Committee 
imparts to about 700 boys and 
- girls a sound Christian education 
through Catechism ‘lasses, etc. 
- and healthy recreation in its four 
- flourishing Oratories. 32 poor chil- 
dren are also being educated by 
this section in various boys’ 
schools and convent schools. A 
great educator is its weekly pub- 
lication, Boys’ Life. A total sum 
of Rs. 1,941/- was spent on the 
education and uplift of poor 
children. 


5. The Entertainment Com- 
-mittee conducted a grand Christ- 
mas treat and sports for 650 Chil- 
dren. Whist Drives, Carol Fes- 
- tivals, Concerts and Socials were 
also organised to foster union, 
goodwill and friendly relations 
- among thegparishioners. 


6. The Visiting Committee ren- 
dered valuable service by visiting 
hundreds of sick in hospitals and 
homes, effecting reconciliations, 
assisting at the death-beds of des- 
titutes, and distributing thousands 
-~ of Catholic periodicals, etc. 


7. The Lourdes Charity Clinic, 
which enters into its second year, 
_ has done magnificent work under 
its Chief Medical Officer, Major 
W. B. A. D’Souza, D.m.s. During 
the year under review it has at- 
_tended to a record number of 
15,315 patients. The Lourdes 
Social Service spent Rs. 1373-06 
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on the clinic and receive

income of @nly Rs. 280-75. 
Through the efforts .of Major 
D'Souza a considerable supply of 
medicine? was obtained from, 
many leading firms of Madras and 
Bombay, for which we are very 
grateful. The Clinic, which now 
has three qualified Doctors in ate 
tendance, degérves more generous 
public support to enable ft to 
afford greater consolation and 
relief to the gick and the suffering 
of the locality.

Information and Employment 
° Bureau 


The Catholic Centre, Madras I 


In February 1958 the Bureau 

was opened at the Catholic Centre 
=- with the main object of supplying 
infornietion of all kinds, likely to 
be useful to students and others, 
with regard to their education, 
their careers and their employ- 
ment. The Bureau also had, as its 
second objective, to follow up the 
applications and obtain jobs for 
the applicants wherever pessible. 


Information obtained from the 
daily papers and the Fort St 
George. Gazette was sent to regis- 
tered applicants. To date 77 
positions have been, secured for 
those on the books of the Bureau. 
The majority of these jobs have 
been in the technical or clerical 
lines. 2 


At the desire of His Grace the 
Archbishop, it is now proposed to 
extend the work of the. Bureau so 
as as to receive applications for 
domestic staff and for such 
posts as watchmen, peons, etc. To 
make the Bureau really useful, 
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attention must be given to both 
aspects, i.e., there must be on the 
ebooks the names of more employ- 
ers desiring staff. On the other 
hand, it is hoped that those who 
send potential employees should 
see that they really can be recom- 
mended. The policy of the 
Bureau must be maintained, that 
would-be employers can feel that 
those sent from the .Catholic 
Centre Employment Bureau have 
a good character gnd can satisfy 
normal requirements. The Man- 
agement therefore hopes that 
there will be co-operatioh from all 
sides, both as regard requests for 
employees and the registration of 
sound applicants.
